Football 1965 


This year’s Briscoe football team was 
exceptionally large, both in number and in 
size. The line was noted by Coach Daniel 
Hurley to be the biggest he has ever seen 
in his coaching years at Briscoe. 

The first clash of the year came against 
Salem at Hurd Stadium.

Finally, after a two game shutout, Briscoe 
pushed across its first score on a power 
play by hard running fullback Bobby 
Grondin. However, the team fell short of 
the line and missed the extra points and 
so the game ended 8-6, Haverhill, but 


Briscoe had started their offense. Next 
came St. Peter’s of Gloucester, at Hurd 
Stadium, a new team without much experi- 
ence. The Briscoe line really made the 
holes, and the backfield was right there to 
go through them as Briscoe rolled over this 
new Gloucester team 28-18. Once again 
the running of fullback Grondin and half- 
back Gary Congley proved to be Briscoe's 
one-two punch. 


The next week at Gloucester, Briscoe 
continued to roar as they shut out Glou- 
cester 26-0. The defense was tremendous 
for Briscoe headed by “Monster Man” 
Rich Cotraro, and Briscoe was looking for- 
ward to the next and final game against 
arch-rival Memorial. 


The day came and the size difference 
between the two teams was frightening 
with Briscoe holding the upper hand. The 
Big Blue rolled up 30 points in the first 
three quarters while holding Memorial to 
O. Play after play went for good yard- 
age; and when the TD was made there 
was usually a pass to Glen DuBois or co- 
captain Jim Glasser for the extra points. 
With a tiring defense, Memorial pulled 
out its lone score midway through the final 
period, making the final score 30-6, Bris- 
coe. After the game there was pande- 
monium in the locker room as head coach 
Hurley hit the showers rather unwillingly.
